The Comptroller of Customs may allow trade discounts recognized in the particular trade and 
shown on the invoice to be deducted from the value for duty, but no further deduction may be allowed 
on account of any cash or special or sample discount or of any arrangements concerning the export 
or the exclusive right of sale of the goods or any consideration by which a reduction in value results. 

3. Whenever goods are imported into the Protectorate under such conditions as render it 
difficult to determine the value thereof in as much as—

4. All invoices for imported goods manufactured in a foreign country and parchased in 
their country of origin shall be in English and shall indicate the value of such goods as expressed 
in the currency of that country, and also the value of the same as expressed in British currency, 
the latter value being computed at the rate of exchange for the time being current between the 
two currencies at the date of purchase, and such rate of exchange shall be clearly stated on the 
Invoice. 

5. Where the importer is unable to produce particulars of all or any of the charges herein- 
before referred to, the Comptroller of Customs may accept payment of import duty on such 
valuation additional to the purchase price as in his opinion shall represent the actual cost of the 
goods as defined in paragraph 2 of this schedule; but where the importer of the goods declines to 
accept such valuation for the purpose of assessment of import duty, entry of the goods may be 
permitted by the Comptroller of Customs on payment of the amount of the duty so assessed by 
him subject to adjustment of same on production of evidence to his satisfaction of the actual 
amount of such charges within six months of the date of entry of the goods. 

6. Invoices and other documents relating to the importation of goods may be retained by the 
Comptroller of Customs. 

7. Without prejudice to any right of final appeal contained in section 15 of the Customs 
Ordinance, 1906, the Comptroller of Customs shall decide any dispute which may arise as to the 
rate of duty to be assessed or dues to be charged on a particular article imported whether 
specifically mentioned or not in these schedules.

For the purpose of ascertaining the horse-power of any motor-car deriving its motive power 
-wholly from a steam, internal combustion or other engine worked by a cylinder or cylinders there 
: shall be taken :— 

(i) in the case of a single-cylinder engine, the horse-power attributable to the cylinder of the 

engine ; 

(ii) in the case of an engine having two or more cylinders, the sum of the horse-powers 

attributable to the separate cylinders. 

The horse-power attributable to any cylinder shall be deemed to be proportional to the square 
of the internal diameter of such cylinder measured in inches, and shall be determined according to 
the number of square inches contained in such square, the unit being taken to be :— 

(iii) in the case of a single-acting cylinder having a single piston, one horse-power for every 

24 square inches; 

(iv) in the case of a single-acting cylinder having two pistons, one horse-power for every 13 

square inches. 

(v) in the case of a double-acting cylinder having a single piston, one horse-power for every 

14 square inches. 

Any motor vehicle deriving its motive power or any part of its motive power otherwise than 
from an engine worked by a cylinder or cylinders shall be deemed to be of a horse-power exceeding 
12 but not exceeding 15, provided that, where the motive power is derived in the part from an engine 
worked by a cylinder or cylinders the horse-power of the vehicle shall not be deemed to be less than 
the horse-power attributable to the cylinder or cylinders of such engine. 

Where it appears that in consequence of the exceptional design or construction of the engine 
of any motor vehicle the horse-power as calculated under the foregoing rules is substantially less 
than the power which the engine is actually capable of developing, the horse-power of the vehicle 
sball for the purposes of these regulations be taken to be the same as that of a vehicle of equal 
efficiency deriving its motive power from a cylinder engine of the ordinary type. 

In measuring cylinders and calculating horse-power, fractions of an inch and fractions of an 
unit of horse-power are to be taken into account. 

For the purposes of duty under items 17 (a) (I) to (IV), (b) I and II and (ce), a fraction of an 
unit of horse-power or of a cwt., as the case may be, shall be assessed in proportion to the rate 
chargeable on the particular vehicle. 

The duty on whisky, brandy, rum and gin shall be calculated on the proof strength as 
shewn by Sikes’ hydrometer at as low a temperature as possible. When such spirits are mixed with 
colouring, sweetening or other matter in solution tending to conceal the actual str ength, an addition 
of 5 per cent. shall be made to the apparent strength as shewn by the hydrometer in lieu of the 
test for obscuration.

General information regarding the industry and the possibilities of development. 





Because of climate and topography, in very many regions the retention of forest or other natural 
vegetation assumes great importance on account of its influence on the storage of the rainfall and on the 
prevention of serious erosion and floods. Under existing conditions of shifting cultivation and of little control 
over land usage, protective forestry has essentially to take a very prominent place in forest policy. 


Many different types of forest are to be found in the territory, but the great majority are savanna-woodland 
types, and a high proportion are composed of small trees of little commercial value except for 
supplying poles and fuel for local use. ‘The territory’s resources of major or commercial timber (i.e. trees of 
dimensions and quality suitable for conversion into sawn timber) are scanty and sporadic. 


Forty-eight state forest reserves have been constituted, totalling 2,623 square miles, the majority 
being primarily protective as they comprise main watersheds and catchment areas. The intensity of their 
management is governed entirely by local markets. Two reserves contain small patches of valuable 
coniferous forest (Widdringtonia whytei) and are under comparatively intensive management although 
situated some distance from markets. Tor well over 40 years these coniferous forests have supplied the 
entire requirements of Government in building timber, and sales to the public have considerably increased 
in recent years. In two other reserves, near Zomba and Limbe Townships, planting schemes with conifers 
have been carried out for the production of major timber, and there is now a steadily increasing output 
from them. Other reserves, near townships, are under intensive management for firewood and pole 
production, including planting in some areas. In the remainder of the reserves essentially protective, trees of 
value for commercial timber are very sparsely distributed ; many of the reserves are remotely situated from 
markets and main lines of transport. Consequently until such time as local markets develop for their produce, 
they will remain only under rudimentary management designed for general protection, for mitigating fire 
damage by early controlled burning, and for improving their growing stocks at a very low cost. Although 
scanty, the territory’s resources of commercial or building timber are sufficient to meet a small increase over 
present local demands. Even if the resources were greater it is doubtful if any export trade in timber 
could be developed owing to high transport and freight costs. The only wood imports which have 
rapidly increased in recent years are plywood tea-chests ; the possibility of substituting alocal product for 
plywood has been explored, but without success. 


A scheme of village communal forests has resulted in the reservation of 4,359 separate areas with a 
total acreage of 213,946. These are under the control and management of village headmen, assisted by 
district African foresters, the principle or selection being to take land which can best be spared from other 
usage. ‘Ihe foresters also assist the headmen in demarcation and manayement. Although the greater part 
of the forest produce used by the native population is at present obtained from undemarcated woodlands 
and forest regrowth, the village forest areas are more and more being relied upon as source of supply in 
congested localities. 


In addition to providing for the protection of state and communal forests, the forest laws provide for 
the coratrol of cutting and cultivating on the banks of rivers and streams, for the protection of any steep 
hillslopes which may be specifically ordered, and for the protection of certain scheduled species of trees 
growing on native lands and Crown lands. A special soil erosion branch of the Forestry Department has 
been formed to co-ordinate protective forestry with agricultural industry, and generally to promote a more 
orderly wtilization of land. 


Forestry in some form is practised on almost all agricultural estates under European management, and 
at most mmission stations. In all Government land leases there are afforestation covenants which provide for 
the retention of natural forest over a portion of the land, or for reafforestation by planting. ‘he greatest 
needs of the settler community are for poles and firewood and there is a general preference for producing 
these from planted exotic species where possible. The aggregate area of artificially established woodlands 
on estates is over 20,000 acres. 


_The only forest industry of any importance is the extraction of timber and firewood for lucal use. 
Owing to the small size and scattered nature of the blocks of commercial forest there are no forest saw-mills, 
and the trees are converted into timber of portable dimensions by hand-sawing at the site of fellings, In 
the towns, re-conversion into smaller sizes is usually carried out by circular saw. There is an increasing use 
of local wood for packing tobacco for export. Although the total annual consumption of local sawn timber 
is Comparatively small, there is a very large consumption in the form of poles (see table (b) ), particularly by 
the large native population in the building of their huts, which invariably have to be renewed every two or 
three years. = Firewood is the general fuel for domestic use and considerable quantities are consumed in tea , 
factories, tobaceo-curing, brick-making, hine-burning, Lake transport, and on the railway north of Blantyre. 
Only an isignificant amount of charcoal is manufactured. Much wood is destroyed in the periodical 
re-opening, for acriculture, of land left to rest under “bush” fallow for a few years. 


Furniture is manufactured both by Europeans and natives to supply the small local demand, and where 
palms are plentiful the natives weave mats and other articles from palin leaves for local sale. There is also 
a small local trade in baskets and wicker-work made from bamboos and reeds, and in curios fashioned from 
African ebony (Dalbergia melanoeylon) and other hardwoods. Most native domestic articles are made from 
oe woods, and near the lakes and main rivers canoes are made in the form of hollowed-out tree trunks. 

he fibrous barks of various trees and shrubs are used by the natives as a string for binding purposes, and 
most native medicines are derived from forest products.

Apart from the above there are in the strict sense of the term no industrial establishments or 
manufactories in the Protectorate. 
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_ Furniture, baskets, etc., are made at the missions and elsewhere; mats and pottery by natives in certain 
districts ; maize meal and beer are made by natives throughout the Protectorate for their own use. 


There are eleven ginneries in the country, but only ten of them worked in 1938 and they handled 48,683 
ewts. of lint cotton. 


96,948 cwts. of tea were manufactured in the Mlanje and Cholo districts. 





Tobacco, cotton and tea are the most important crops grown for export. 


With the aid of grants from the Colonial Development Fund bored wells and dug wells are being 
constructed for the relief of natives in the drer parts of Northern and Southern Provinces, as well as for 
the opening up of new areas for native settlement and experimental stations for native agriculture and tea 
have been opened and developed. 





LOCUSTS. 1938. 


The only species of locust occurring in the lVrotectorate was the red locust (Nomadacris septemfasciata 
Serv.). 


Adult swarms of the 11th generation appeared to leave the country, almost completely, during 
December, 1937, and with the exception of small areas on the southern boundary, south of Port Herald, and 
in the eastern part of the Upper Shire district no egg-laying took place. The resulting small and scattered 
hopper bands (12th generation) were mainly destroyed in the south bnt some escapes occurred in the Upper 
Shire district. Consequently from March to July very few adult swarms (12th generation) were recorded 
throughout the Protectorate, but at the end of this period renewed activity began and several swarms 
entered the southern districts. By the end of the year swarms had penetrated all districts as far north as the 
southern end of the Dedza district, but that part of the Protectorate lying north of Lat. 14°S. remained free. 
Kgg-laying (13th generation) took place in many districts during December and some hopper bands had 
hatched by the end of the month. 


In the absence of hopper bands and adult swarms the crops of 1937-1938 were not affected, but 
some damage by adults of the 12th generation to early food crops of the 1938-39 season was reported from 
a few districts
